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REPORT OF SELECTMEN 



The Financial Statement on page 3 shows that the balance 
in the Town Treasury has again increased over the previous 
year. We feel it is of interest to the tax payers to know the pro- 
gress that has been made during the last ten years in reducing 
both the Net Liabilities of the Town and also the Tax Rate. A 
Schedule showing the progress is printed on page 5. 

For the ])ast few years there has been a decline in the total 
Welfare Expense. Direct Town Aid has not been needed. In 
a few cases it has been necessary to furnish supplemental aid 
to people receiving pubhc assistance grants. 

The State Department of Public Welfare, through aid to 
dependent children, has made grants in two families. 

Total payments of Old Age Assistance to persons in Proctor 
during 1944 amounted to $2,674.50. 

All employed families living in town houses are paying rent 
regularly. 

We wish to express our sincere a])preciation to Mrs. Julia 
Donahue for the man3^ years of faithful service rendered. Mrs. 
Donahue resigned her duties October 16, 1944. We were fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Mrs. John Northrop, the wife 
of a local mem})er of the Armed Forces, to act as assistant to 
the Town Clerk. 

To ])revent w^hite pine trees from becoming diseased with 
blister rust, there will })e made during the summer of 1945, a 
periodic inspection and eradication of currant and gooseberry 
bushes. A statement concerning this control work can be found 
on page 13. 

We dedicate this issue of the Tow^n Report to those citizens 
and former residents of Proctor who are serving our Covmtry in 
the Armed Forces. We extend our heartfelt gratitude to each

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STATUS OF WHITE FINE BLISTER RUST 
CONTROL WORK 



TOWN OF PROCTOR, VERMONT 
1944 

In the Town of Proctor there are 1,044 acres of land on 
which white pine is the principal crop tree. These trees are 
valuable, not only to the individual owner, but also the Town, 
State and the United States in general. Enormous quantities 
of white pine lumber are being demanded by our defense in- 
dustries and still more will be needed before the present war is 
over. It is true that many of the stands of mature w^hite pine 
have been cut, and others will be cut, to meet these needs, but 
in most cases the smaller immature trees have been left. These 
stands of white pine reproduction are equally as valuable as the 
.mature stands. It is these now small trees which will replace 
those cut to meet present day reqiurements and which will in- 
sure the people of your town, state and country an adequate 
supply of white pine lumber in future years. 

White pine i)lister nist is a fungus disease which is fatal to 
white pines of all ages. It is a disease, however^ which cannot 
spread unless there are currant and gooseberry bushes growing 
in the vicinity of the white pine stands as it cannot spread from 
tree to tree. By removing the currant and gooseberry bushes 
in and near the pine stands the spread of the disease can be con™ 
trolled. * 

In Proctor the currants and gooseberries have been eradi^ 
cated once from 66 percent of the area in need of eradication 
which leaves 34 percent still in need of initial eradication. Once 
the currants and gooseberries have been initally eradicated, it 
is most economical to rnaintail the protection by periodic in- 
spections and further eradication when necessary. The time 
has now come when the initially eradicated pine stands, and 
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the surrounding areas, .should be re-exaniined and re-eradicated, 
where necessary, in order to be asBiired of continuous protection 
of the white pine areas. Blister Rust ib still spreading and will 
continue to spread, in the unprotected areas, until the spread is 
controlled by removing the currant and gooseberry bushes from 
the vicinity of the white pine ntaiids,

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HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 



We wore exceedingly fortunate this summer in having the 
aid of some of the State Highway Department's men and equip- 
ment while doing our resurfacing work. A crushing and screen- 
ing plant was set up at the pit. This produced cover stock for 
our tar work, as well as for the Towns of Pittsford and West 
Rutland and the State. Some has been put into piles for future 
use. 

One mile of the Florence Road, which includes both long 
hUlS; was given two coats of tar and stone. The Gorham Bridge 
Road was given one co^it of lar and ytonc. A pre-mixed applica- 
tion of tar and stone was applied to the rough concrete of Main 
Street. 

The usual application of chloride was given to the gravel 
roads to lay the dust. 

A beginning was made to have Beaver Pond Road exieuided 
around the Pond and intersect with the Florence Road at the 
south end of the blockpilo. Final completion is being considered 
as a post-war project. 

No new equipment has boon added during the year, and all 
old equipment is kept in the best possible repair.

These are the funds which escheated from the estates of 
Carl Ollu and Thomas Smith. The decree in the OUu estate was 
dated April 18, 1922 and granted 1750.75 to the Town. The 
decree in the estate of Thomas Smith was dated November 13, 
1925 and granted $8,263.10 to the Town, 

After holding these sums for over seventeen years, the time 
which an heir must bring action to recover this money if the 
claim is to be presented^ the Selectmen authorized the Treasurer 
to turn over these funds together with interest of $305.16 totaling 
$9,319.01 to the Village of Proctor, This transfer was made 
February 26, 1944. 

In the Village report for year ending February 29, 1944, the 
Prudential Committee acknowledges receipt of this money for 
the use and support of the Schools in the Town of Proctor. Also 
these escheat funds appear in the School Account of that year,

The legal voters ia Town Meeting of the Town of Proctor, Vermont, arc 
hereby notified and warned to meet at the Village Hall in the Village of Proctor, 
on Tuesday, the 6th day of March, A. D. 1945 at 1 :00 o'clock P.M., Eastern 
War Time to vote on the following matters, to \vit: 

1. To choose a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2. To vote on the following questions: 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages bo granted 

in this Town? 
Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this Town? 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

4. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

5. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty cents on the 
dollar Highway tax as required by la^', and to take advantage of the pro- 
visions of No. 84 of the Acts ol 1941. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to raise money by taxation or other- 
wise to pay current expenses, such State taxes as are required by law and the 
indebtedness of the Town. 

8. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be 
payable. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Section 785 
to 791, as amended, inclusive, of the Public Laws, for the collection of taxes 
by the Town Treasurer. ^ 

10. To sec if tlie Town will vote any compensation to Town Officers. 

11. To see if the Town, under tho provisions of Section 4428 of the 
Public Laws, will vote to contract wWh. the Proctor Free Library to furnish 
books to the inhabitants of the Town free and to appropriate money therefor. 

12. To see if the To\A'n will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borroAA^ 
money for the temporary use of the Town. 

13. To see if the Town will vots to defray expenses of surety bonds where 
bonds are required by law. 

14. To see if the To^'n will vote to appropriate money for the care and 
ombeUishment of the Riverside Cemetery, and if so, how much. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to concur with the Village for a joint 
Budget Committee.
